PLAIN LAW IN THE CASE 


What Is Necessary to Make Them Le­ 
gal-Som e Facts for Tax Pay ­ 
ers to Consid er. 


S ed .\ LIA, M o ., July Sth, 18 9 9. 
To the Ed itor of the 
Dk.mochai 
. 
As some of my constitu ents d o 
not seem to u nd erstand tiie qu es­ 
tion at issu e, I hav e d ecid ed to 
make 
a brief statement of the 
facts. 
^ 
On Ju ly 3d y ou state that I am 
u nd er the impression 
that 
the 
bond s in qu estion are rev enu e bond s, 
bu t that it is a 
mistake. 
Now 
this is a qu estion of fact and not 
of opinion. 
The contract mad e wd th Nu v een 
& Co., of Chicago, is ad d ressed to 
the finance committee and com­ 
mences as follows: 
“ For $28 ,000 
fou r per cent refu nd ing cu rrent 
rev enu e bond s of y ou r city , e tc ;’’ 
then it 
goes 
on and mentions 
each issu e to be refu nd ed , naming 
the cond itions, etc. 
It is m ani­ 
festly plain that, if we close the 
contract with Nu v een & Co., that 
the sty le 
of 
the bond s wou ld 
necessarily 
be refu nd ing cu rrent 
rev enu e 
bond s. 
Now, 
who has 
mad e the mistake.^ 
The facts a re a s follows: Two 
ad ministrations 
hav e 
repeated ly 
end eav ored to refu nd $27 ,000 of 
these same b ond s; they were re­ 
fu sed by the firm who bou ght the 
$17 8 ,5 00 of original city bond s. 
Ju d ge W ood , their attorney s who 
is said to be one of the best bond 
attorney s in the United States, ad ­ 
v ised the company not to 
take 
them, althou gh they were offered 
at par and fou r and one-half per 
cent interest. 
As all of these bond s are d u e, or 
become d u e on the 
i i t h d ay of 
July, 18 99, and as many of the 
hold ers of said bond s w^ere insist­ 
ing that 
they 
shou ld 
be 
paid 
promptly , it was perfectly natu ral 
for the finance committee to make 
an effort to refu nd them, and there­ 
by sav e the cred it of the ciiy . 
The 
fact that they had been repeated ly 
refu sed , u rged the finance commit­ 
tee to make renewed efforts to re­ 
fu nd them, knowing that if tliey 
su cceed ed they wou ld accomplish 
something which others had failed 
to d o. 
A t the last meeting in May the 
finance committee introd u ced the 
following resolu tion, 
which the 
cou ncil u nanimou sly passed : 
“ Be it resolv ed by the cou ncil of 
the city of Sed alia, Mo., as follows 
to-wit : 
T hat the committee on 
finance and tax es are hereby au ­ 
thorized to negotiate for the sale of 
bond s to Ru d olph Kley bolte & Co., 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, or any other 
person, company or corporation d e­ 
siring to pu rchase the same, to be 
issu ed in tlie refu nd ing of all cu r­ 
rent rev enu e or other bond s of the 
city , not inclu d ing the bond s here­ 
tofore refu nd ed , at a rate not to 
ex ceed fou r per cent per annu m 
interest and a bonu s to the city , 
and report 
to the cou ncil from 
time to time their proceed ings in 
the premises.” 
Please note the fact that this is 
the same firm who pu rchased the 
school bond s and who were mailed 
a certified copy of this resolu tion, 
bu t mad e u s no offer. 
This reso­ 
lu tion was pu blished or the fact 
mentioned by the d ifferent papers. 
Neither the may or nor the ed itor 
of the D e m o c r a t mad e the slight­ 
est 
protest. 
N ow 
this was the 
time when the may or, the ed itor 
and the lawy er, who are so well 
v ersed in financial matters, shou ld 
hav e come to the rescu e of the city 
and shown the finance committee 
how to issu e strictly legal bond s. 


This they failed to d o, bu t silently 
waited u ntd the Bond Jou rnal had 
pu blished the fact that the finance 
committee had au thority to sell 
rev enu e 
bond s, 
and 
u ntil 
the 
finance committee liad signed an 
agreement with 
Nu v een & Co. 
which sav ed the city $16 ,000 and 
gav e it $37 0 in ^ash. 
Then 
his honor, 
the 
may or, 
awakened from his fifteen months 
of lethargy and protested against 
the cou ncil ratify ing the contract 
mad e with Nu v een S z Co. which 
they had accepted by wire 
wd iile 
the cou ncil w^as in session. 
The intention of the gentlemen 
mentioned abov e may hav e been 
good , bu t had es, on the best au thor­ 
ity know'll, is pav ed with good in­ 
tentions. 
In one of y ou r issu es y ou ad mit 
that rev enu e bond s cou ld not be 
sold at fou r per cent, 
y et the 
finance committee had a contract 
with Nu v een &. Co. to pu rcliase 
rev enu e bond s at fou r per cent and 
a 
premiu m. 
So y ou are again 
mistaken. 
Again, Mr. Ed itor, y ou insist 
that the school board sold $30,000 
w^orth of bond s at a stated premiu m. 
W hat became of the $17 ,000 that 
were sold at the same tirne.^ 
Now, if I were to sell the Sed alia 
Capital for $10,000 and throw in the 


E v e n i n g 
D e m o c r a t , y ou w^ou ld 
claim 
that the Capital d id not 
bring $10,000, bu t the fact tliat I 
threw in the 
D e m o c r a t was the 
cau se of the sale. 
The finance committee wish the 
people of Sed alia to d istinctly u n­ 
d erstand that in negotiating cu r­ 
rent rev enu e bond s, that they hav e 
followed the preced ent established 
by other ad ministrations, and that 
so far as ou r knowled ge goes, no 
city attorney or city cou nselor has 
ev er intimated to any finance com­ 
mittee that there is a better or 
cheaper way to raise fu nd s. 
The constitu tion of the state has 
not been changed , and if this ad ­ 
ministration has the right to issu e 
city bond s, by a v ote of the people, 
then all other ad ministrations hav e 
had the same power, and the legal 
ad v ibers of the d ifferent ad minis­ 
trations hav e all failed in their d u ty 
to the city , and any citizen of Se­ 
d alia who knew this to be a fact 
and d id not come forward and en­ 
lighten the 
ad ministration 
u pon 
this point has failed in his d u ty as 
a citizen. 
Then u pon those wise 
people, 
who knew so mu ch and told so lit­ 
tle, rests the responsibility of all 
the mistakes, 
if any hav e been 
mad e, in regard to this qu estion of 
issu ing bond s.

Mr. Haiisberger Answered Again. 
The D e m o c r a t regrets to see. 
from the abov e card , 
that Mr. 
Hansberger d oes not ev en y et grasp 
the real facts concerning the pro­ 
posed issu e of city bond s, thou gh 
he u nd ertakes to instru ct his con­ 
stitu ents. 
It is tru e that this 
paper has 
stated that the proposed 20-y ear 
bond s wou ld not be rev enu e bond s, 
nor wou ld they . 
It makes no d if­ 
ference what Mr. Hansberger calls 
them, it is the facts and the m an­ 
ner of their issu e that giv es them 
character, stand ing and v alu e. 
Now, in ord er to conv ince Mr. 
Hansberger—-tor 
we believ e 
his 
constitu ents and his colleagu es in 
the cou ncil are alread y conv inced 
— we will call his attention to sec­ 
tion 12 of article 10 of the consti­ 
tu tion of Missou ri. 
This section of the fu nd amental 
law of the state prov id es that “ no 
cou nty , 
city , 
town, 
township, 
school 
d istrict or other political 
corporation or su bd iv ision of the 
state shall be allowed to become 
ind ebted in any manner or for any 
pu rpose to an amou nt ex ceed ing in 
any y ear the income and rev enu e 
prov id ed for su ch y ear, withou t 
the assent of two-third s of the v o­ 
ters thereof v oting at an election 
to be held for that pu rpose, nor in 
cases requ iring su ch assent shall 
anv ind ebted ness be allowed to be 


incu rred to an amou nt inclu d ing 
ex isting ind ebted ness, 
in the ag­ 
gregate ex ceed ing fiv e per cent, on 
the v alu e of tlie tax able property 
therein, to be ascertained by the 
assessment nex t before the last as- 
seKsment for state and cou nty pu r­ 
poses prev iou s to the incu rring of 
su ch ind ebted ness, etc.” 
All statu tes and city ord inances 
to be legal and bind ing mu st be 
in conformity to this section. 
No 
iegislatu ie nor city cou ncil can set 
it asid e, and for the proposed ac­ 
tion of the cou ncil to be legal it 
mu st conform to this section. Then 
there will be no bu r nor blot u pon 
the bond s, bu t they will be plain 
city bond s and not rev enu e bond s. 
To conced e, as Mr. Hansberger 
seems to contend , that a city cou n­ 
cil can issu e rev enu e bond s Irom 
v ear to y ear, leav e them ou tstand ­ 
ing for y ears and then fu nd them 
with long term bond s, is to claim 
for the cou ncil tlie au thority to 
ov errid e and set asid e the consti­ 
tu tion of the state. 
No bond bu y er, with the facts 
before liim, wou ld want to bu y | 
bond s issu ed in contrav ention of 
the plain letter of the constitu tion, 
and if Mr. Hansberger h;u i pro­ 
ceed ed in liis d eal he wou ld liav e 
ru n u pon a snag when the attor­ 
ney of the bond firm came to ex ­ 
amine them before his client paid 
for them* 
It was probably this that cau sed 
Ju d ge Wood to ad v ise against bu y ­ 
ing “ fu nd ed rev enu e bond s,’’ and , 
in a prev iou s commu nication NIr. 
Hansberger himself ad mitted tlu it 
he d id not believ e the firm with 
which he was d ealing wou ld ac­ 
cept them ! 
Bu t if issu ed accord ing to law 
the bond s wou ld be as good as any 
otiier city bond s and ou ght to sell as 
high as the school bond s. 
Tiien 
the cou ncil cou ld take the money 
receiv ed for them and pay oil the 
rev enu e bond s. 
The cou ncil has the right to issu e 
rev enu e bond s, bu t tlie law requ ires 
that they shall be paid ou t of the 
rev enu e of the y ear in which tiiey 
were issu ed , and d oes not contem­ 
plate that they shall become per- j 
manent ind ebted ness. 
It is tru e that this law has been 
v iolated in the past and these rev ­ 
enu e bond s hav e been issu ed and 
left stand ing y ear after y ear u ntil 
now, with the latest batch regis­ 
tered , they aggregate $5 2,000 of 
d ebt piled u pon 
the 
tax pay ers 
withou t their consent u ni contrary 
to law, and y et when a newspaper 
earnestly protests against this sty le 
of “ financiering,” Mr. Hansberger 
say s : 
“ Hu sh ! 
I t ’s been d one be­ 
fore!” 
The D e m o c r a t believ es in pay ­ 
ing honest d ebts. 
It is no fau lt 
of the bond bu y er that ou r city | 
cou ncils hav e failed in the past to 
set asid e rev enu e to pay the rev ­ 
enu e bond s they hav e sold . 
We as 
citizens, and not the non-resid ent 
hold ers of the bond s, are responsi­ 
ble ; bu t $5 2,000 is qu ite enou gh to 
pay for this “ cheap” way of rais­ 
ing fu nd s. 
Bu t, sad to say , Mr. Hansberger 
d oes not seem to u nd erstand the 
school bond d eal any better than 
he d oes the city bond matter, and 
he insists that 
the school board 
sold $47 ,000 of 20-y ear bond s in­ 
stead of $30,000. 
N ow the facts are that the board 
sold $30,000 of 4 per cent 20-y ear 
bond s for a premiu m of ov er $2,- 
000, and requ ired the pu rchasers to 
take, along with them, $17 ,000 of 4 
per cent bond s that ru n an av erage 
of two and one-half y ears. 
No 
bond bu y er wou ld care to pu rchase 
4 per cent bond s ru nning for one, 
two or three y ears, bu t the board 
requ ired them to be taken at par 
along with the other bond s, or they 
probably cou ld not hav e d isposed 
of them at par at all. 
The pre­ 
miu m on the $30,000 of 20-y ear 
bond s wou ld probably hav e been 
consid erably greater if the $17 ,000 
issu e had not been inclu d ed . 
Mr. Hansberger is d isposed to 
grow facetiou s in his illu stration 
as to the sale of newspapers, bu t 
we can read ily u nd erstand why a 
bu y er might be willing to giv e 
more for one printing office than 


li y ou pay higli prices 
for groceries y ou are apt 
to get good good s. 
If y ou pay little y ou are 
apt to get little in the way 
of qu ality . 
If y ou pay a fair price

It Is Uoikm I to Form a Company from 
Former Members of the See- 
oiu l Missou ri. 


An effort is on foot to ind u ce the 
war d epartment to 
permit 
the 
formation of one company for one 
of the skeleton regiments to be sent 
to 
the 
Philippine island s from 
former Sed alia and Pettis cou nty 
members of the Second Missou ri 
v olu nteer infantry ,tw'O Sed alians 
one an attorney and 
the other a 
v eteran of the Spanish-American 
serv ice, to receiv e commissions as 
captain and first 
lieu tenant, 
re­ 
spectiv ely . 
It is said tliat enou gii former 
members of Companies 1) and I 
hav e signified their d esire to enter 
the Philippine serv ice to make the 
company complete, 
and , 
while 
Assistant Secretary of W ar Meik- 
eljohn has been written to on the 
su bject, the matter is y et u nsettled , 
both as to the recru iting 
of the 
company and the commissioning 
of the Sed alians. 
It is believ ed that in case the 
war d epartment will not permit 
the recru iting and mobilizing of an 
entire company in Sed alia a branch 
of the recru iting station at T o­ 
peka, 
Kas., 
will be established 
here, the recru its to be forward ed 
to the d etention camp at Topeka. 
Und er the war d epartment’s or­ 
d ers concerning the ten new regi­ 
ments, the recru its will be requ ired 
to stand a mu ch more sev ere phy ­ 
sical ex amination than for enlist­ 
ment in the regu lar army , 
This is 
owing to the fact that all these new 
men are intend ed for serv ice in 
the Philippine campaign, where 
climatic cond itions are mu ch more 
sev ere than in the war establish­ 
ment at home. 
The moral and 
mental ex aminations, it is said , 
will also be v ery strict. 
It is the ord er of the war d epart­ 
ment that only u nmarried men, ex ­ 
cept in rare cases, be enlisted , and 
in the case of the application of a 
married man, it mu st hav e the ap­ 
prov al of the war d epartment. 
Healthy , 
robu st, 
well-behav ed 
men, between the ages of iS and 
35 , will be enlisted , and persons 
u nd er the age of 18 mu st hav e the 
written 
consent 
of 
parent 
or 
gu ard ian and approv al of the war

The Mail Who Tried to Float 
Schemes In Sedalia. 


E0 ^^ THE GAME WOKKEl) 


He and His 
Fanner, 
Biake, Are 
Held to Ans^vcr for Misuse 
of the Mails.

smooth individual who, under the 
name of J. W . Hamilton, tried to 
float several schemes in this city 
and whose arrest and exposure at 
St. Louis have been noted in these 
columns. 
The Post-Dispatch has the fol­ 
lowing concerning the preliminary 
examination of Hamilton and his 
partner, Blake :

Blake, alleged promoters and oper­ 
ators 
of 
various 
schemes to de­ 
fraud, 
were given a preliminary 
hearing before United States C om ­ 
missioner Gray Friday morning. 
Botii 
were held

Hamilton in $i,ooo and Blake in 
$500. 
The latter was represented by 
Judge Krum, 
who 
declined 
to 
place his client on the stand. Hum- 
iltoii, 
unrepresented, 
asked 
per­ 
mission to tell his story, in wdiich 
he tried to shield Blake, and w^as 
forced 
to 
admit 
some 
peculiar 
transactions. 
One letter that was 
produced by the government em­ 
barrassed the prisoner to such an 
extent that he w^ept copiously, de­ 
claring that he w^as ill and the sole 
support of an So-year-old mother 
and three motherless children. 
The letter was typewritten and 
addressed to an officer of the U n i­ 
versal Specialty Co., of Spring­ 
field, O. 
A fter Hamilton had ad­ 
mitted that he dictated it the com­ 
munication was read by District 
Attorney 
Rozier. 
It 
bore 
the 
typewritten signature 
of 
J. 
W . 
Blake and described Hamilton as 
being sick unto death, having been 
stricken with paralysis. The writer 
wanted to learn the location of cer­ 
tain stocks and certificates.

about this letter?” asked the dis­ 
trict attorney. 
“ 
He did not.”

I dictated it,” 
the man replied, 
brokenly, as the tears got into his 
voice.

T h is was dem onstrated y esterday 
w h e n tw o im porta nt contracts were 
let by the city to responsible con­ 
tractors at lower prices than have 
prevailed for the same class 
of 
w or k heretofore. 
T h e contract for r e paving Sixth 
street from B roa dw a y to Bluff street 
•was let to the B arber A s ph a lt P a v­ 
ing com pa ny for $2.30 a y ard. T h e 
price of pa ving on residence streets 
has been about $2.12 per y ard, but 
the pa vi ng is m uc h lighter th a n 
■ 
th a t to be laid on S ixth street. 
T h e specifications call for six inches 
of concrete, one a nd a half inches
